A GALLANT GOING OUT. 

Severral Instances of Recmarkablo 
Bravery. 

The sinking of the Japanese cruiser 
Takasago was a hoart-touching proof 
of tho heroic possibilities in human 
nature. In the toeth of a freezing 
gale the cruiser struck a mine, which 
blew a six-foot hole in its hull. The \ 
water rushed in with tromondoua 
force. No help was in sight. The j 
captain summoned the crew. t "No 
one must leave the ship," hd said,] 
quietly, "until she sinks. We will 
6hare the fate of the vessel togeth¬ 
er." 

Thero was no flinching. They sang 
their national anthem, cheered their 
'emperor, and calmly, drawn up iu 
duo order, waited minute by minuto 
until the ship went down. Nearly 
four hundred lives wore lost. 

In 1852 the Birkenhead, a British 
troop steamer, was wrecked off the 
Cape of Good Hope. Alter putting 
tfie Women and children into the 
boats the men formed on deck, and 
in full dress uniform, with colors fly¬ 
ing, went down at their posts, four 
hundred of them. The "Birkenheid 
Drill" has become a watchword in 
tho British navy. 

Not many years ago tho crew of 
the American Yandalia faced deatli 
in the same splendid spirit. Of aU 
the ships gathered in the bottle¬ 
shaped harbor of Samoa, the English 
Calliope was the only one able to 
forco its way out in the face of the 
hurricane which swept tne waters. 
As she crept past the Vandalia, lyi.ig 
shattered on u reef, the Yankee crew 
manned the sides, the band plajed 
"The Star-Spangled Banner," and , 
the brave men about to die saluted , 
the brave men who were fighting 
their way to life and safety. 

There is a quality of courage in 
such encounters with inevitable death 
that must be ranked above the 
bravery shown in tho excitement of 
active battle with a human foe. Ho 
is not the bravest man who has no 
fear, but rather he who, feeling it all 
tho time, yet overcome the impulse 
to cowardice and moves steadily for 
ward to whatover fatal duty uwaits 
him 

About a dozen years ago tho Brit¬ 
ish warship Campcrdown accidentally 
rammed the Victoria. The men on 
the doomed vessel kept steadily ut 
work without panic or disorder until 
admiral and all went down to¬ 
gether.

The 
Premier has also received other as¬ 
surances of confidence, causing, at 
least temporarily, a more hopeful 
feeling. 

.^te Workmen’s Council announces 
that the strike will end at noon 
on Monday. This is doubtless due 
to the dissensions and dissatisfac¬ 
tion, the lack of support in the pro¬ 
vinces. and the declaration of tho 
St. Petersburg railwayrach of their 
intention to resume work. The ad¬ 
vocates of tho strike contend that 
they have achieved great political! 
success, hut it was the vero fact of 
their insisting upon the political 
•id© of tho movement that ensured 
failure. If the leaders had based 
the strike on tho question of hours 
and wages, the workers would have 
been far more solid In their sup¬ 
port. 

Conditions arc almost orderly, but 
the sudden Cessation from work by 
the tramwaymon, who had hitherto 
held aloof from the strike, led to 
trouble^ Cossacks wore dispersing 
some mqn who were tampering with 
the tracks, when a perty of strikers 
attacked them, killing one of the 
Cossacks und wounding others. A 
fight followed,.and a workman was 
mortally wounded. A few were 
slightly injured. 

The workinm at Riga have declar¬ 
ed against further strikes. They 
have asked tho consuls to announce 
that vessels arriving there hence¬ 
forth will he protected by the work¬ 
men themselves, and will be able to 
load and discharge witjhout hind¬ 
rance. 

An official announcement is made 
that the Cronstadt rioters, after 
the present enquiry has been com¬ 
pleted. will he tried by court mar¬ 
tial, ns a state of war existed in 
Cronstadt at the time of the 
disturbances None hns been, or 
will be, condemned summarily. 

JEW-RA1TING IN KISIIlNEFF 

A Bucharest despatch to the Lon¬ 
don Chronicle sa\s that a mob de¬ 
vastated a number of .Jewish shops 
in KishineiT on Sunday, robbing and 
burning The houses on t ne street 
were entirely destroyed. Tho Jews 
and students combined to ight tho 
criminals. A large number on both 
Bides were killed and wounded. The 
despatch ndds that groat numbers of 
Jews in Bessarabia are d>ing from 
Starvation. 

A FINANCIAL PANIC. 

Tho St. Petersburg correspondent 
of the London Telegraph says thut 
a financial panic is prevailing there. 
Ho adds that Russia is drifting to¬ 
ward ruin. The gift of liberty from 
which she reasonably expected hap¬ 
piness and prosperity has been trans¬ 
formed by a handful of revolution¬ 
ists into a terrible curse. Trade, 
commerce, and industry are at a 
standstill. Tho workmen are pover¬ 
ty stricken, yet arc disinclined to 
work. Tho schools are closed. Lo¬ 
comotion is suspended. '1 he rail¬ 
ways and telegraphs are working fit¬ 
fully. Everything is iopsy-turvy. 
Soon all the* world w ill discern the 
terrible ravages made by tho chaos

C retender to the throne has placed 
i ms elf at the head of the peasantry 
the Government will soon face, be 
eidee its other troubles, a formidable 
agrarian rebellion.

PANIC SEIZES THE CAPITAL. 
The St. Petersburg correspondent 
of tho London Daily Mall predicts 
serious trouble there. “Prepara¬ 
tions have been made," he says, “for 
fierce street fighting. Batteries of 
machine guns have been ordered out 
IVrror has seized upon Russians and 
foreigners alike. There was an ab¬ 
solute panic at the Bourse Wednes¬ 
day. Officials at tho Ministry of the 
Interior declare that they can guar¬ 
antee nothing, least of all the pre¬ 
servation of law. Everybody is 
looking to his revolver, but the 
workmen, revolutionists, and the 
Black Gang are all well armed 
Every day sees tho cituation n{ 
nowing, every hour quickens the m 
\ent of massacre and a reign of A* 
ror. The revolutionary hand is rk 
raised even against Count Wit' 
who confesses his helplessness. Trust 
in Providence and machine guns is 
tho only consolation he affords to 
tho terrified population. Regiments 
;aro back from Cronstadt, leaving the 
mutineers there uncowed and ineffici¬ 
ently guarded. The Government’s 
I last stand will be made in St. Pet- 
ersburg. because countless millions 
of script, money, and the adminis¬ 
trative, naval, and military proper¬ 
ty are here. Between these huge 
hoards and the commune now stands 
ali ne tho army, on whose loyalty all 
depends. The authorities are deter¬ 
mined to repress vigorously all at- 
| tempts at disorderly demonstrations. 

I Tho choice, therefore, rests with the 
'strike committee whether there will 
b • peace or bloody anarchy. Dele- 
| gates of the workmen are holding 
'meetings in a dozen parts of St, 
i Petersburg. Their demeanor is con¬ 
fident. They unanimously declare 
jfnr an armed struggle, while 50,000 
roughs chuckle at the prospect of 
an early harvest of blood and pil¬ 
lage The strike committee is urg- 
I mg iho stoppage of the telegraphs." 

The correspondent intimates that 
the abandonment of the policy of 
repression, the removal of martial 
law throughout the empire, the im- 
j mediate and full amnesty of politi¬ 
cal prisoners, and the early convoca¬ 
tion of the Zemstvo Congress as an 
I advisory board, pending the intro¬ 
duction of reform measures, are es¬ 
sential conditions for the appease¬ 
ment of the country. 

A despatch to the London Stand¬ 
ard from Odessa says that despite 
I the honest endeavors of the new civ- 
iil government, insecurity on the 
! streets day and night is increasing. 
The military and police patrols as¬ 
sault and rob citizens. Military dis- 
|cipline is becoming alarmingly lax. 
'The Consuls are keeping steamers

An slortt 
wee ^raised and the firemen were 
speedily in attendance, but flamee 
nnd smoke were then issuing from 
most of the windows on the fourth 
floor. An extraordinary scene was 
created by a procession of almost 
naked men issuing from the door of 
the building, and against their fran¬ 
tic efforts to escape the firemen had 
actually to fight for admission. 

Reaching the upper floors, the fire¬ 
men found that the narrow pasaagee 
were becoming congested with mm 
who dropped to the floor overcome by 
smoke. 

The fire was confined to the fourth 
floor, and was speedily extinguished, 
but the flames had been fed by the 
wooden partitions of the cubicles, 
which threw off volumes of smoke, re¬ 
sulting in the suffocation of the Li¬ 
mn tee. 

The dead were mostly workmen in 
the prime of life. They presented m 
horrible spectacle, their blackened 
faces bearing evidence of terrible 
struggles to escape. 

Many men were sleeping in the at¬ 
tic floor above the burning fourth 
floor ana these had narrow escapes. 
The flames burst through the floor, 
and it was impossible for the men to 
descend. The windows were securely 
fastened, and the men had to break 
them so that they could climb 
through to neighboring roofs. 

It appears to be the custom of the 
| lodgers to sleep in a nude condition, 
and the march of the survivors to 
i the police station was a fantastic 
i one. Some snatched the covers of 
I the beds and others their trousers,

at least in possession of life. 

The sinner who by repeated trans¬ 
gression is made ut times to feel the 
eternal ban of suilering winch God 
has placed upon sin, will oflcnd 
again an«’ again, confident of bis 
ability to stop just short of . that 
point of punishment whereat his life 
is forfeit. The highwaymen's vic¬ 
tim, the politician's dupe, tho i»er- 
sistent sinwr evidently believe iu 
the word which the good book con¬ 
tains.

NERVE RACKING TRICKS 

THE XAMY WAT8 OP BREAK¬ 
ING YOUR KECK. 

Looping tho Loop and Dorieoo 
That Followed—Pay Rocoivod 
by Farforznars. 

Looping the loop and its progeny 
are the moat effective devices yet in¬ 
vented for producing apparent as well 
as real danger, says the Scientific 
American. Does any one still remem¬ 
ber the bicyclist who used to rido at 
terrifying speed down a steeply in¬ 
clined sixty-foot ladder? One night 
an attack of vertigo caused his 
death, but his act Was less dangerous 
than tho performances on inverted 
and aerial paths to which we ha’^e 
since become accustomed. 

In looping tho loop, first performed 
by James Smithson, better known as 
Diavolo, a bicyclist starts frotp a 
platform 60 feet high and plunges 
down a track which extends obliqueiy 
for 100 feet to tho ground, an i 
thence rises to form a complete spiral 
loop 20 or 25 feet in diameter. The 
speed acquired by the cylist in de¬ 
scending the inclined plane carries 
him around the loop. When Diavolo, 
preceded by a great reputation, came 
to Paris he found one Noiset, known 
professionally as Mepbisto, preparing 
to loop the loop at a rival mush*, 
ball. 

While several cyclists were prepar¬ 
ing to loop the loop honestly, one 
man, unwilling to risk his life for 
amusement of spectators, devised a 
loop with a concealed groove which 
guided his wheel and kept it from 
falling. Ilia trick was accidentally 
exposed by a clown who got his foot 
caught in the groove, and tho dis¬ 
graced looper fell into obloquy and 
oblivion. 

Tho public soon tires of the strong¬ 
est sensations. The stationary loop 
gave place to the rotating circle call¬ 
ed 

THE DEVIL'S WHEEL* 

in which the cyclist spins like a 
squirrel. Taking his place insido tho 
wheel, which is about fifteen feet iu 
diameter, he pedals in a direction op¬ 
posite to that of the wheel, and thus 
remains at the bottom until the 
wheel has acquired considerable velo¬ 
city. Then he stops pedalling, ap¬ 
plies his brake, and is carried back¬ 
ward and upward nearly to the top, 
whence he rushes down, und flies 
around tho revolving wheel with 
sturtling speed. 

At a performance in Vienna a cyc¬ 
list stricken with apoplexy fell from 
tho wheel aud soon expired. But tho 
danger of cerebral congestion is n it 
tho only one. The critical phase of 
tho act is tho last, when both the 
bicycle and the large wheel are bo- 
ing brought to rest by brakes. The 
bicycle lurches, and the slightest er¬ 
ror in steering may send it through 
tho open side of the wheel and pre¬ 
cipitate the rider to the stage. 

In Germany a genius calbl 
"Eclair" invented an infernal whejl 
of another sort. It was about 25 
feet in diameter, and a srahller wheel 
rolled round inside of it, obtaining 
its impetus from a plunge down an 
inclined plane, which made a descent 
of fifty feet. To this small whool 
"Eclair” was lashed in spreadcaglo 
fashion. He accustomed himself ti 
this novel mode of locomotion by 
having himself strapped to a similar 
wheel. which was turned ra| lJiy 
about a fixed axis by means of u 
crank. , 

More startling and perilous than 
| any of these devices is the "circle of 
death. ’ This is a lurgo, flat, trun¬ 
cated cone, like the rim of a pud- 
j ding dish, supported by ropes in a 
position slightly inclined to the ho •- 
izontal, so that only one si'lo of the 
lower und smaller edge rests on tho 
stage. Bicyclists—one or more—enter 
the central space and run up and 
around the steep side with their ma¬ 
chines and bodies nearly horizontal. 
Then to add to the apparent and real 
danger, the whole apparatus is rais¬ 
ed aloft. The eficct is thrilling, for

Another young woman hoe been less 
fortunate, for a terrible accident bee 
abruptly tarminatod the .exhibition 
of the aptly named "whirlwind of 
death," in which eh# appeared re¬ 
cently at 0 Paris music hall. In this 
act the automobile, after running 
down an inclined plane and up a 
short curve, woe projected into space 
in a nearly level position, like tho 
bicyclo of the human arrow. But 
when the vehicle had reached the 
highest point of its trajectory it 
was caused, by an lumniou. combin¬ 
ation of springs and Covers, to turn 
a complete somersault, after which 
it continued its flight to the receiv¬ 
ing platform, forty foet distant from 
the point where it had left the first 
section of the course. 

The act was particularly thrilling 
because tho vehicle, at tho moment 
of the somersault, appeared to st >p 
in its onward flight and consequently 
to be in imminent danger of falling 
to the floor, twenty feet below. This 
illusion was due to the very low pov 
it ion of tho centre of gravity, which 
caused the inverted body of tho wo¬ 
man to move backward, at that in¬ 
stant, faster than the center was 
moving forward. 

What is tho incentive which impels 
these men and woraon to risk their 
lives nightly before crowds of spec¬ 
tators? 1 b it ambition, vanity, love 
of applause, or simply tho hope of 
making a fortune? The American 
"looping tho loop" was conceived in 
an essentially practical spirit, and 
"Diavolo" who receives $000 a 
night, has become a rich man. Mile. 
Dutrieu, "tho human arrow," earns 
$80,000 a year, "Mephisto" received 
§140, Mile, de Tiers $200 a night 
in Paris and larger sums abroaJ. 
Imitators, of course, receive less 
than originators. The current pay 
for looping tho loop is from $20 to 
$40 u night, which is not high, es¬ 
pecially If the performer owns the 
apparatus, which costs at least 
$500. 

It seems, therefore, that the hope 
of goto is not tho only incentive, but 
that the performer, like tho public, 
is attracted by the very danger of 
the act—a curious illustration of the 
fascination exerted by emotions 
which in themselves are disagreeable.

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A COUGH. 

A cough vu intended by nature at 
a meant of removing tome offending 
substance from the air-passages, and 
at such it it of the greatett protec¬ 
tion. 1/ the irritation of the mucous 
membrane of the larynx and bron¬ 
chial tubes, caused by the presence ot 
some strange body or of the usual 
mucous secretion in too great quan¬ 
tity. did not excite the expulsive act 
which we call coughing, wo should 
be in constant danger of suffocation 
eve«y time we had a slight attack 
of bronchitis or a cold in the chest. 

If a cough were occasioned only In 
this way it would be a most useful 
measure, and there would be no more 
need for cough mixtures than for re¬ 
medies to arrest breathing. But the 
human machine sometimes gets out j 
of order, like any other mechanism, j 
The wires get crossed, and a message j 
gent from some distant organ, like' 
the liver, for example, may get 
switched over to the nerve-center 
which regulates the complex series of 
movements producing cough; thi9 
center, receiving a stimulus from 
somewhere, responds Just as if the 
message came from the larynx, and a 
cough is established. This “liver 
cough" does no good, and the sooner 
it is stopped the better. 

Again, the mucous membrane of 
some portion of the air-tubes, instead 
of secreting too freely, may become 
dry. The nerve-center is warned 
mechanically that there is something 
irritating the larynx or bronchial 
tubes, and it starts a cough to get 
rid of it. This cough, too, is useless, 
and worse than useless, for it serves 
only to irritate still more the inflam¬ 
ed mucous membrane. 

Cough may also be excited by ab¬ 
normal conditions in the nose, cars 
or gullet, or may occur as a symp¬ 
tom of disease of the heart, kidneys 
or nervous system. In such cases, it 
is the endeavor of the physician td 
arrest the cough oy discovery and re¬ 
moval of the cause, if possible, or if 
this cannot be done, by the adminis¬ 
tration of cough remedies. 

In cough due to dryness of the mu¬ 
cous membrane of the air-tubes, the 
remedies emplo>ed are those that 
will promote a flow of mucus to 
moisten the offending part. This can 
sometimes bo accomplished without 
medicine, by the inhalation of the 
vapor rising from a pitcher of hot 
water to which a teaspoonful of ben¬ 
zoin has been added. Until the cause 
of a cough is known the use of pow¬ 
erful cough medicines, most of which 
contain paregoric or opium in some 
form, is most Inadvisable.—Youth s 
Companion.

RICHES IN WASTE GOLD. 

| Precious Ketal Collected From 
Floors, and Even Water. 

| The waste of gold in a manufac¬ 
turing jeweler’s premises in likely to 
he so considerable that the most 
I stringent measures ha\o to be taken 
I to avoid loss by reason of the gold 
dust falling to the floor, getting 
caught in the workers’ clothes, get¬ 
ting washed off his hands, and in 
many other ways. 

Some time ago a gold and silver 
manufacturing firm bad occasion to 
put in a new floor in its working 
room, and the man who made the 
change took the old floor in pay¬ 
ment of his work, and wus well 
paid. 

In the process of manufacture it is 
impossible to avoid small particles 
of the precious metal flying upon tho 
floor, where they are trodden into 
the crevices until the floor is satur¬ 
ated with them. The Coor in a 
manufacturing jeweler’s workshop 
which has become so worn that it 
must be replaced contains fully suf¬ 
ficient gold to pay for a new one. 
The sweepings ore sent to the refiner 
for the gold to bo extracted. 

Thu process of extracting tho gold 
from these sweoplpgs is simple. They 
are burnt, and the ashes are careful¬ 
ly collected. The buyer selects sam¬ 
ples here and there, taking u portion 
from every part of the heap. 'These 
he weighs, puts through a grinder 
and sieve, then thoroughly mixes tho 
product, takes a sample of it, re¬ 
fines it, and calculates how much 
gold there is in the whole quantity 
of ashes. From this he forms an 
estimate of the value and pays ac¬ 
cordingly. 

Even the water in which gold is 
washed when a rlr.g or other article 
of jewelry is cleaned Is preserved un¬ 
til thero is a sufficient quantity to 
make it worth while to separate the 
tra Id from it.

The reigns of these eighteen sover¬ 
eigns covers n span of two hundred 
aud ninety years—or an average of 
only sixteen years to each. Only two 
of tho whole line have lived to be 
sixty, and only a few times—directly 
— has tho succession descended, from 
father to son. l*he last three em¬ 
perors havo succeeded their fathers, 
und, indeed, tho later Romanoffs 
have been much more respectuble in 
their private lives than were th:-ir 
ancestors. Peter himself, left Joint 
Czar when ton years of age with his 
imbecile half-brother, his sister 
Sophia being regent, shut up the lat¬ 
ter in a convent prison and forced 
the former to resign. Then he stole 
a slave peasant woman from tho 
household of one of his miuistors, 
made her his mistress, then his wife, 
and finally empress, and it is from 
that union that the present Czars 
are descended. Peter, however, with 
nil his faults, pointed the way to 
civilization. 

HE CREATED A NEW ARMY, 

ho extended and consolidated the em- 
j pire, secured its recognition as one 
j of the great powers, abolished many 
barbarous customs, ’ such ns the se- 
i elusion of women, the whipping of 
; debtors, and introduced at least ti.e 
i semblance of many western instil j- 
tions—-such as 4 the law of primogeni¬ 
ture. which, l>y tho way, was abol¬ 
ished soon after his death.

Elizabeth herself died child- 
l CKK _somo grim fate has pursued 
these Romanoffs all through their 
history—and, in turn, her sister’s son 
Peter III., ascended the throne. He 
was a drunken weakling, but had an 
ambitious German wife, who, with 
tho assistance of some of the minis¬ 
ters, deposed hitn. He was ordered 
j to the Schlusselburg—the Russian 
I Bastillo—but ho never reached it, 
j having died on the way from tho 
pressure of the thick fingers of tho 
Minister OrlofT upon his windpipe. 
This was described in the official 
despatches as "ah attack of colic," 
on the same basis that the murder of 
Peter the Great's son was announced 
as duo to an apoplectic stroke, and 
was only another of those suspicious 
ailments so suspiciously common in 
t4c family history of the Romanoffs.

Perhaps not since a former Frlace 
of Wales landed in India, thirty 
years ago—King Edward VII.—has 
anything occurred of this sort which 
has attracted the enthusiasm that 
U being attracted by the visit of the 
present Prince and Princess of 
Waled, says a Calcutta letter. For 
exactly thirty years have elapsed 
since King Kdward VII. landed there 
as Prince of Wales and Ileir-appar- 
ent of Queen Victoria, who only as¬ 
sumed the Imperial title a * vear 
later. 

^The horizon of th? vast majority 
of the inhabitants of India is a very 
narrow one, stretching no farther 
than the personality of the distinct 
officer, often not so far as that. 
Governors, Cominanders-in-Chlof, nnd 
Viceroy's the countrymen may have 
heard of, but they are generally 
mixed up in his mind with some 
confused idea of the Hritish "Raj," 
the existence of which he recognizes 
with perhaps more indifference than 
active Interest, so long as he Is left 
alone. With the Sovereign and his 
family the case is different, and there 
are few villages whore there is v not 
some deli aite conception of the 
"Kaiser” and his son the “Shahzn- 
da '* The idea of a personal ruler is 
a familiar one to every Indian, often 
perhaps almost inseparable from 


its fifty years of British administra- 
tlon. since the deposition of the Ma¬ 
haraja in 1891. 

HAIDARABAD ATTRACTIVE. • 
The three days given to Haidara- 
bad cannot fail to be of supreme in¬ 
terest, both from the fact that it is 
the capital of the largest and most 
important of the feudatory States, 
and from the attractiveness of the 
city, its curiosly cosmopolitan po¬ 
pulation, and its surroundings.

Hitherto there have 
boon tho professions—the law, the 
army, ami others, and the commer¬ 
cial world—and while these profes-\ 
sions will always require their sup¬ 
ply of young men to tuke the place 
of those who fall out of the ranks, 
it must become increasingly necessary 
ns years go on for healthy anti en¬ 
ergetic young fellows to think of 
something else than thei-e openings. 
There is still in England a substan¬
